REPUBLICANS WHO WILL NOT SUPPORT 
NAT. FRANK FOR CONGRESS. 


Filley’s Methods to Be Repudiated—Beaten 
Republicans and Disgruntled Democrats 
Want to Put Up an Independent Candi- 
date—Col. Pat Dyer Refuses to Be Used as 
a Tool—Why Judge Denison Was Removed 
— Registration Supervisors — Political 
Gossip. 


The success of Chauncey I, Filley and the 
consequent nomination of Mr. Nathaniel Frank 
for Congress upon the Republican ticket, in 
the Ninth District Convention yesterday, has 
aroused no littie indignation among some 
of the Silk Stocking members 
ofthe party, anumber of whom openly avow 
their intention of scratching Mr. Frank on 
election day. On ‘Change this morning an 
effort was made by some of the 
knocked-out Republican politicians 


assisted by disgruntied Democrats to start a 
boom for an independent candidate, and to 
that end it was reported that a meeting will be 
heldin Mercantile Library Hall at 8 o’clock 
to-morrow evening. 

Mr. Leo Rassieur, who led the Dyer or anti- 
Filley forces in yesterday’s Congressional 
convention, who would naturally be expected 
to feel a trifle sore over his defeat by 
the boss, when approached upon the sub- 
ject said: ‘‘I am not tin favor of an 
independent movement of any kind. The Re- 
publicans ofthe Ninth District have nominated 
an able and competent young man for Con- 
gress and I believe it the duty of every Re- 
publican voter to support him atthe polls. 
Although 1 was beaten, I am =<still a 
Republican, and will stand by the 
party nominee. Had I sueceeded in noni 


nating my candidate I would certainly 
have welcomed the support of my 
opponents in the convention, and 
now that they have been successful 


why I propose to support the nominee. Mr. 
Frank is in every way a mostestimable young 
man. I do not think that an independent 
movement would succeed.’’ 

DYER TALKS, 

Col. D. P. Dyer’s name having been men- 
tioned as that of a probable inde- 
pendent candidate, he was seen 
this morning by a PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter. He said: ‘‘Ilam notacan- 
didate for anything;1 have not been a candi- 
date and I will not be a candidate.’’ 

‘Then you will not run independently?’’ 

‘‘No, sir; not much! [with emphasis] I 
don’t care to he bothered about the matter 
and have nothing further to gay.’’ 

Db. P. Grier, Who was also @ prominent ant!l- 
Filleyite in the convention, said: ‘‘I have not 
heard of the independent movement; but 
I will say’ that cannot support 
any candidate nominated by delegates elected 
by the fraudulent methods employed in the 
Tenth Ward.

A High-Handed Proceeding. 


In May fof ‘iast year George Denison, Judge 
of the Second District Police Court, was re- 
moved from office by the city Administration. 
The affair excited a great deal 


of comment at the time as an arbitrary and 
unprecedented exercise of authority on 
the part of Mayor Francis, who was then, as 
he is now, the head of the local Governinent. 
As nearly as could be ascertained at the 
time, and nothing tothe contrary has been 
discovered since, Denison’s only offense lay 
in the fact that he wasa Republican, while 
the leaders of the party which sig- 
nalized their return to power by 
his removal were Democrats. On May 
19, 188 the Democratic City Coun- 
cil, under the guidance of Joseph 
Temple, adopted a resolution appoint- 
ing a committee of three to inquire into the 
management of city affaires Py city of- 
ficials.

Judge Denison protested against such high- 
handed proceedings and took the case into 
court. Judge Thayer rendered a decision in 
Denison’s favor, annulling the proceedings of 
the City Council. Judge hayer in _his 
opinion on the case says that the 
record of the Council ‘‘shows no notice to the 
relator (Judge Denison) of the endency of 
charges against him, such as final y led to his 
removal, That it shows no notice given 
to the relator of the time or place 
when or where the City Council, or any com- 
mittee of that body, would hear specific 
charges pending against the relator and that 
the whole proceedings seem to have been es- 
ey ex parte.’’ 

was clear from the beginning of the pro- 
ceedings that the fight on Judge Denieas aan 
political in its nature, and as Judge Thayer 
states in his opinion, be was given no oppor- 
tunity to appear in his own defense. 
The city immediately appealed the case to the 
Supreme Court. The case was submitted 
about April 30 last and taken under advise- 
ment.

He Defines the Qualifications of an Editor, 
the Duties of a Newspaper, the Conditions 
ef Success in Journalism and Its Rewards. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 

One of the most notable men at Mr. George 
W. Childs’ dinner to the Farmers’ Ciub at 
Wootton on Thursday, was Joseph Pulitzer, 


editor and proprietor of the New York WorRLD. 


Mr. Childs spoke of his guest as one of the 
foremost men in the country. Mr. Pulitzer’s 
achievement is thatin three years, beginning 
with insignificant capital, he has brought a 
moribund New York newspaper into the front 
rank of American journalism and given it one 
of the widest circulations on earth. Mr. Pulitzer 
was not easily induced to talk about the WORLD, 


When he first secured the paper, he said, he 
had so little money that he was obliged to dis- 
miss the foreign correspondents, whom he re- 
garded as the least necessary part of his staff, 
and husband all his resources for the pur- 
chase of local news, which he regards as far 
and away the most valuable sort of intelli- 
gence. 

Mr. Pulitzer is six feet tall, but of slender 
Physique. His face is so strong that ite features 
may easily be exaggerated and those who have 
seen the caricatures of him~and nothing so 
surely indicates that a man has become some- 
body as the attention of the burlesque artists— 
will have a good idea of hisappearance. There 
is persistency in the nose, quickness in the 
blue eyes, even under the big glasses that 
cover them, and endless energy in every line 
of the face. Mr. Pulitzer is above all a worker, 
and remains at his office until the small hours 
of the morning, making suggestions, giving 
instructions, reading proofs and manuscript, 
scratching out and writing in. Sometimes he 
will read one article over twenty times, and 
each time change or strike out, or put in a 
word. Generally itis striking out, for he is 
a great advocate of terseness and has given 
directions that, except on extraordinary oc- 
casions, ho editorial article iu his 
paper shall be more than a third of a 
column long. Work, indeed, is his only 
joy, except his babies. Work and the babes 
together make even more than the WORLD to 
him. They make his universe. He has done 
everythingin journalism. He put in seven 
good years asa reporter. Having thus been 
89 thoroughly qualined, all the rest was éasy. 
He is mighty proud of having been what he 
modestly terms ‘‘a& pretty good reporter, 
too.’ 

A CHEERFUL VIEW OF JOURNALISM. 

Chatting of journalism with the Press re- 
porter by a biazing wood fire in Mr. Childs’ 
country house, after dinner, he said: 

‘*I think that newspapers are brighter and 
better than they ever were before. They cover 
the field of human thought and human en- 
deavor more thoroughly. They are purer,less 
sensational, more independent, better inform- 
ed, less bitterly, blindly and unjustly partisan. 
Few newspapers nowadays are so blindly fol- 
lowers of party that they refuse to print the 
news about their opponents’ honesty or dis- 
tort it to suit their own views. Yet they have 
their party attachments. Seeing that this 
country is one ruled by party, they must hold 
to formulated political principles if they are: 
to do their whole duty by themselves and the 
people.’’ 

‘*‘Then if a journal be what Is called inde- 
pendent politically, either within or out of 
the lines of some organized party, is it free 
to carry out all the responsibilities of a great 
paper?’’ 

‘‘By no means. Political independence is 
notenough. A gréatjournal is not merelya 
business enterprise, Itis a public institution. 
It is the national school-house and public 


forum combined, It must be _  inde- 
pendent of corporations, of the 
money power of politicians. It 
must be independent socially. It must, 


indeed, be like a judge—fearless of any, just 
toall. It must ask no favors, either in the 
form of appointments to political office or in 
any form. Thatis my view, and the one that 
las a journalist follow. Iask no favors, go 
into no speculation or enterprise whatever, 
and solam free to criticise honestly when 
criticism is demanded.’’ 

‘*‘Oh, then an editor must be an anchorite?’’ 

‘‘Not atall. He may have his ambitions, 
his friendships, his pleasures. He may play 
pokerif helike. But he must play as a man 
upon whom the game imposes no after obliga- 
tions atthe expense of his public duties, his 
journalistic freedom und manhood.’’ 

‘*You have been extraordinarily successful 
in journalism, What brings success pri- 
marily?’’ 

‘*Character.’’ 

‘*Character?’’ 

‘*‘Yes, the dominant tone, the actual public 
service rendered.’’ 

‘‘What about the news?’’ 

‘*The news is, of course, essential. But we 
are speaking of great journals, remember, 
journals of moving power. To them news is 
necessary, but Iam not one of those who be- 
lieve that news alone, in point of character, 
will ever make such ajonrnal.’’ 

‘*And the editorial page will not be wiped 
out, then, by the history of to-day?’’ 

‘‘It willnot be. For the great journal is 
more and must be morethan a depository of 
facts. It must be ateacher, a guide anda 
protector to the community.’’ 

‘‘Your Meas are exaited.’’ 

‘‘No; they are accurate. The whole drift of 
things bears me out. Everywhere papers that 
achieve lasting prosperity are papers with 
more than news; papers that besides possess- 
ing the news and all the news possess also, as 
I have said, that commanding quality called 
character.’’ 

THE TENDENCY TO CENTRALIZATION. 

‘‘Whatis the most marked tendency in jour- 
nalism, a speaking?’’ 

‘‘Asin everything else, a tendency toward 
centralization. There are fewer papers in 
New York to-day than there were ten years 
ago. Ten years from this time, I fancy, 
there will be fewer still, notwithstanding the 
fact that in the meantime the popula- 
tion will have largely increased. 
The fittest will survive. The cause 
of centralization is simple. Competition begets 
excellence. Papers now oover every field. 
They never were so good as they are now, 
though I believe that ey are still only half 
developed. The people becoming accustomed 
to the best, will be satisfied with nothing less. 
Yet to give them the best means an enormous 
outiay of money. It is and will continue to be 
only the possessors of enormous capital who 
can afford the necessary expenditures. So each 
large city will have only a very few great papers 
and everybody wilitakeathem. Ofcourse in- 
terests are 80 diverse and prejudices and sin- 
cere convictions so varied that every large 
community will give a living support to minor 
cheap papers, but these will not be the real 
journals of dignity, enterprise and positive 
influence. The real journals of power will be 
the few.’’ 

‘‘and of pa 9 

‘‘They will be the journals of character, too; 
that isto say, they will enjoy the large pros- 
perity. For it is both to the circulation and to 
the character of a paper, not to the mere 
cheapness of it, that advertisers look, and 
with a large advertising patronage comes great 
prosperity.’’ 

‘*Do you concede much to the men engaged 
on a journal?’’ 

‘*‘Everything. A paper can not make itself, 
can it? i believe in en ing the best talent 
and paying for it the highest price. Indeed, I 
believe that such a policy inthe flerce strife of 
com petition that rages, is the only one that can 
possibly bring lasting success. You can’t get 
good men without paying fortnem. With- 


out good men you cannot get good work, and. 


without good work no paper can prosper 
greatly. The public has become too expert at 
separating the bad from the good. The day of 
making a valuable journal out of the labor of 
underpaid buman riff-raff has gone by. Peo- 
ple want cheap papers, but first of all they 
want them good. They will not give a cent 
for what is worth Only a farthing.’

‘*When men ask you, as I imagine they fre- 
quenjiy do, whethey they shall put their sons 
into Journalism or not, what do you reply?’’ 

‘*T answer: ‘That depends on the capacity of 
your son. Journalism isa great profession 
that requires much and does not always return 
in proportion. The class is smaller, so the 
great prizes are fewer than in law or medi- 
cine.’ ’’ 

‘*What sort of news have you found of the 
most value, from the journalist’s point of 
view?’’ 

‘*Local news, by all odds. Give me ioecal 
news in preference to any other all the time. 
There is no man ona paper of greater value 
than the best reporter. The only trouble is 
sO many extreordinary qualities are required 
to make up a first-class reporter that he is 
hard to get and harder to keep.’’ 

Mr. Pulitzer became so extremely compli- 
mentary in his references to reporters, to first- 
rate reporters, that the writer modestly got 
out into the darkness of Mr. Childs’ lawn as 
quickly ag possibile. As the visitor drove away 
the talland well-made New York journalist 
was still standing laughing in the doorway 
with his host, another believer in the payment 
of good salaries for good work. 


TAKING IT EASY,

THE GRAND MASTER .WORKMAN’ RE- 
ELECTED FOR TWO YEARS, 


A Hard Fight for the Tenure of Office Clause 
—McGuire of New York Takes a Hand in 
the Fight—The Packers’ Strike—Armour 
to Be Boycotted.

RICHMOND, Va., October 13.—Powderly was 
re-elected General Master Workman this 
morning by acclamation, and the term of of- 
fice was fixed attwo years. There was a warm 
time in the General Assembly over 
the tenure of office clause yesterday 


afternoon. Powderly’s motion tomake the 
term three years was defeated, andthe one- 
year term was adopted. This morning at the 
opening of the session a motion was 
made to suspend the rules and 
go into the election of officers. Before it came 
request it was with- 
drawn, in order to allow a motion to 
reconsider the action of yesterday upon 
the tenure of office. McGuire, who yesterday 
voted and worked for the nor term, 
made the motion and supported it with a 
speech, He had been captured by 
Powderly and with his whole delegation 
favorable, the two-year term could be 
adopted. There was a hot fight, but the mo- 
tion.-to make the term two years was carried 
y a vote of 432 to 80. Then 
the rules were suspended with but 
little opposition and the elections begun. 
Powderly was the only nominee and his elec- 
tion Was by acclamation. It was not 
unanimous, however,several delegates voting 
no. For General Worthy Foreman, Griffiths, 
Bennett, O’Keefe, Litchman and Beaumont 
were nominated. Griffiths was elected on the 
first ballot. The vote stood, Griffiths 490, Ben- 
nett 51, and Litchman, Beaumont and 0’ Keefe 
a few scattering votes. This afternoon the 
election of a General Secretary will st 
take place. It looks as though Litchman an 
Buchanan will be the nominees, and the vote 
will be close, with the prospects favorable to 
Buchanan, 


Hard at Work. 

RICHMOND, Va., October 13.—The delegates 
tothe General Assembiy of the Knights of 
Labor were early afoot this morning and un- 
usually prompt in their attendance at Armory 
Hall, where the sessions are held, The most 
important work of the convention was begun 
yesterday when the General Master Workman 
declared amendments to the Constitution in 
order and was sustained in hia decision by the 
assembly despite the objectionsofafew.

AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION.

Futile Attempts to Compromise—Armour to 
be Boycotted, 


CHICAGO, October 13.—Mr. Barry, of the Ar- 
bitration Committee appointed by the Knights 
of Labor to adjust the labor troubles in the 
stock yards, said toareporter that he had 
hopes of making a settlement this morning, 
and would at any rate know before noon what 
the prospects of compromising the difficulties 
were. He was somewhat surprised at the pro- 
ceedings of the packers at their meeting yes- 
terday, and ssid that when he saw 
them yesterday forenoon they had said 
nothing to him about any determination 
to hold out for ten hours, but had 


rather led him to believe that a compromise 
might be arranged. The quiet that has at- 
tended this great strike is the wonder of 
every one — comes to the yards, and has 
made thousands of triends for the Knights of 
Labor, to whose efforta the admirable order 
isdue. The importation of men by Armour & 
Co. is making some ofthe strikers a trifle 
restive, and the task of controlling the 
younger element is:becoming more difficult 
Cverything this morning was as it was yester- 
day. Armour’s beefbutchers still remained at 
work by order of the Knights, although they 
are restive under the faet that the cars are 
being loaded by elerks and outsiders. The 
Pinkerton men have completed their culinary 
apparatus and will now live entirely in Wash- 
ington Sons’ packing-house. They can not buy 
anything outside as, except at the Transit 
House, there isa rigid boycott against them. 
WAR TO THE KNIFE. 

Delegate Rarry was seen bya reporter at 
noon to-day, and said: ‘‘The men have their 
minds set on the eight-hour rule, and will 
agree to nothing else. We made a propo- 
sition this morning’ to the ackers 
that they adopt the eight-hour rule, and 
our men will agree to work all the overtime 
necessary. ‘This will be practically a recogni- 
tion of the eight-hour question and 
will be accepted by the men. The 
packers submitted a proposition § that 
the men work and be paid by the 
hour. Butthis willnot be accepted, as the 
men are afraidthe system will work to their 
disadvantage, and if the packers desire to do 


80, they can give them an hour 
or two hours work a day 
only, I have roposed meeting with 


the packers at the Board of Trade this after- 
noon,and,should they accept the proposition 

the matter will be settled immediately. Should 
they not meet me, I will take other means to 
effect a settlement, for this thing must be 
fixed up quickly, as itis all nonsense for Ar- 
mour to suppose that his beef butchers will 
work under the circumstances by which they 
are now surrounded. Ififindthatthings are 


as | sometimes suspect they are, and 
that the packers are playing ai wait- 
ing game, I will take more 


energetic measures at once, and on my re- 
turn to Richmond shall tell the Knights there 
that Armour’s beefis not as gvod as it used 
tobe, and we will see how the opinions of 
2,000,000 men throughout the country will 
affect his trade.’’ 
NO COMPROMISE. 

It was learned this morning that in spite of 
the packers’ statement to the contrary, that 
they have combiued against the eight-hour

THE REMAINS OF THE LATE CHIEF JUSTICE 
CHASE REMOVED TO CINCINNATI. 


President Cleveland Witnesses the Removal 
at the Cemetery—Customs Decisions—The 
Cattle Quarantine — Secretary Manning 
Resumes His Duties— Military Appoint- 
ments by the President. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 13.—At ll 
o’clock this morning, the remains ofthe late 
Chief Justice Chase were taken from the 
chapel at Oakhall Cemetery, preparatory to 
being taken to the Baltimore & Ohio station 
for shipment to Cincinnati. The President 


drove to the cemetery and wit- 
nessed the placing of the casket in 
the heare. The Justices of the Supreme 


Court, including Chief Justice Waite, Justice 
Matthews and Blatchford will go to Cincinnati. 
The Congressional Committee consists of 
Messrs. Othwaite, Little and Butterworth of 
Ohio. The Bar Association of this city is rep- 
resented by Samuel Shellabarger, John Hinkly 
and O. Hines. The train bearing the remains 
consists of the two private cars of President 
Garrett and Vice-President Spencer of the 
Baltimore &Ohio Road, two Mann boudoir 
sleeping cars andabaggage car. The train 
will leave at 3:15, fifteen minutes ahead 
of the reguiar Pacific Express, running 
special the entire distance and arriving 
at Cincinnati to-morrow morning at 7:30. Presi- 
dent Garrett will go upon the train and give 
his special supervision to its arrangements. 
There will be but few other than the commit- 
tees accompanying the remains. Mrs. Kate 
Chase and her daughter Ethel, with their inti- 
mate friends, comprise the family party, 
Two colored men, Smith and Anderson, who 
were intimate with the late Chief Justice, also 
go. The re-interment will be the subject of 
considerabie’ demonstration to-morrow at 
Cincinnati. The services will be held in Music 
Hall, and will be conducted by Rev. John 
Halil of New York City assisted by eminent cler- 
‘ymenof Ohio. Addresses will be delivered 
y ex-Gov. Hoadly, Gov. Forakerand possibly 
Senator Voorhees. Upon the stage in Music 
Hall there will be seated 200 prominent citizens 
of Cincinnati, who will act as honorary pall- 
bearers. The building is festooned with 
mourning emblems as are also many portions 
ofthe city. After the ceremony the remains

THE SOUTHERN ROADS. 


A Strong Pool Formed by the General Pas- 
senger Agents. | 


New YorE, October 13.—The general mana- 
gers and general passenger agents of the 
Southern railroads held an important meet- 
ing to-day at the Hotel Brunswick. At 
the meeting in August last, which was 


held at Old Point Comfort, a new 
pool contract, settling its passenger rates, 
was submitted but was not acted upon. This 
contract was approved ans signed 
at to-day’s meeting by the general 
managers. This contract forms an as- 
sociation of all the southern railroads, 
and settles the passenger rates to be charged 
by the members of the pool. Each road 
is to be assessed pro rata for the 
money to carry on the association 
according to the mileage of each road. 
A Rate Committee is provided for and is made 
up of the General Passenger Agents. The 
duty of this committee is to gee that no mem- 
ber of the association charges less than the 
schedule rates. Any agent found guilty of this 
offense will be fined $50, and if caught a second 
time dismissed from the road by which he is 
employed. The passenger agents will holda 
special meeting and settle up on the question 
of rates to be charged from all points on the 
road.

He comes of a wealthy 
family, isa prominent club man, pleas- 
ant in his manners, handsome in personal 
appearance, and is recognized as one of 
the most high-toned members of the St.

The Ninth District Republican Convention 
yesterday thrust aside a great opportunity, 
and at the same time committed a great blun- 
der.

From the day 
she left Colon there was yellow fever on 
board. One by one the crew expired, 
and the bodies were thrown overboard. Fi- 
naliv there were only two men left, who could 
not do any workatall. The ship was reeking 
with pestilence. There was black vomit every- 
where. ‘The provisions were polluted with it, 
and the foul clothing poisoned the air the sail- 
ors breathed. When there was hardly any one 
left to man the wessel, a hurricane swept the 
lbark before it. Sails were torn away and 
every moment brought some new danger. The 
men had lost their bearings, and could only 
guess whither the wind had taken them. 
Finally the vessel went aground ona reef. 


to grasp! The wind subsided and there was evidence of 
| the proximity of land, yet not one of the men 


deserted the craft. There was some excuse 
for flying from a pest-house, but not one of 
them even thought of ueserting, because, as 
they said, they thought they could save her. 

The inyestigation has developed some inter- 
ing particulars, and the statements of the 
sailors do not altogether bear out Capt. Sut- 
talora. The evidence of the men, so far taken, 
agrees. Yesterday Henry Hans Larrson, the 
watchman, told his story. He said he joined 
the bark in New York and went to Colon, but 
was well when the ship left. The mate bad 
been sick, but was better, and one man, 
Charles Allison, was sick when the boat de- 
parted. The next to become ill was Ricbard 
Mumford, aseaman, just after sail was made 
and the watch made. The carpenter became 
ill two days later. Allison died on August 9. 
Two days laterayoung Swede from Gotten- 
burg, who shipped from a dredgeboat at Co- 
lon, died, and then Bill English, who also 
shipped from Colon. 

ALL DEAD OR DYING. 

On August 15 came the nnrricane. The mate 
was sick then. Thecaptain was well, but took 
the fever the next day. On the 2ist the Captain, 


Fred Kopoke, English Bill, Swedish Charlie 
and Charlie Allison were all dead andthe 
mate, steward, boatswain and Mumford were 
sick. Onthat day the bark struck ground. 
The narrator, a colored boy, Clarke, Dubar, 
and Carpenter were still abie to work, but the 
witness and Clarke were the only ones who 
had any strength left. Clarke was in charge 
of the ship. They thought ~— were on 
Sisal Shoal, but were not. n the 22d 
Clarke sent the witness and Dubar in a boat 
to find shore and report. They got two men 
torow them back, asthey were too weak to 
doitthemselves. When they came on board 
Clarke wrote a letter and sentit ashore by the 
strangers. The next day a boat came off with 
a doctor, the captain of the port, Capt. Sut- 
talora, and some Custom-house officers. 
They brought medicine, rice, lemons and 
other articles. The captain ofthe port told 
them to wait until they heard from him again. 
None of the visitors came aboard, all remain- 
ingintheir boat. The boat put back after 
remaining alongside for an hour. Ali the 
time the vessel was aground the 
fore-lower-topsail and fore-topmast 
staysail were kept set, and at 
4 o’clock on the morning 
of the 24th of August the ship went off the 
ground. Theanchor was dropped then. All 
hands lest alive helped on board, except Mum.- 
ford. Noone boarded the bark until the next 
day when two physicians, the port captain, 
Capt. Suttalora and some men came on board, 
The clothing of the dead men was thrown 
overboard, and theship was fumigated. The 
bark was taken to OCampeachyvin charge of 
Suttalora. This wason the 25th,no Daillast 
was taken out. The weather was clear and 
the boat made no water. Clarke put 
the ship in the hands of Capt. 
Suttalora. Clarke and some of the 
men are now in the hospital actually dropping 
from weakness. The1e were three pigeons on 
board, andtwo of them died with all the 
symptoms of yellow fever and black vomit. A 
dose of sweet oilsaved the other. The deci- 
sion of the Consul’s Court was that the bark 
had not been abandoned, and the sick and dy- 
ing men on board remained to save her, 
though they had an opportunity to go ashore. 
They recommend that the underwriters bear 
in mind the gallantry and self-sacrifice of the 
sailors.

FIGHTING FOR A FORTUNE, 


The Contest Over the Estate of Eccentric 
Miss Caroline Wellins. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispaTcn. 

NEW HAVEN, Oonn., October 13.—The hear- 
ing of the appeal from the probate of Caroline 
Wellins’ will commenced yesterday in the 
SuperiorCourt. In 1878 Miss Wellins, who was 
a middle-aged Waterbury lady of great eccen- 
tricities, and possessed within the neighbor- 
hood of $200,000, made a will bequeathing the 
great bulk of her property to Henry Bergh, for 


the uses of the American Soclety for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, and named him 
and her mother as executors. Codicils were 
added to the will in 1880 and 1883 making Bergh 
the sole executor,and stipulating that he 
should not be required to give bonds 
in that capacity. The testator had 
known Bergh for years, and re- 
garded his work with the greatest admira‘ 
tion. She dropped her mother as one of the 
executors, because her mother had said that 
ehe, Carrie, was notin her right mind. Two 
years ago this October, Miss Wellins went to 
Colorado for the purpose, it is said, of getting 
away from her mother, whoshewas afraid 
was goingto poison her. She visited Colo- 


rado Springs and while there determined to 
distinguish herself by climbing to the top of 
Long’s Peak. In company witha guide she 
made the ascent, but onthe way down they 
were overtaken by aspnow squall and Miss 
Welling was exhausted. The guide ieft her 
under cover of a boulder and went for help. 
When he returned with heip, Miss Wellins 
was lying dead in the snow with a pistol 
clutched inher right hand. She had been 
discharging it in the hope of obtaining help. 
When her will was probated the natural 
heirs objected and the case came up here yes- 
terday in the shape of an appeal from Judge 
Gillett’s Probate Court. ‘The allegations of 
the appellants are substantially as follows: 
That at the tine Miss Wellins made her last 
will and testainent, she was not of sound and 
disposing mind. ‘That she had an inordinate 
passion for animalsand was afflicted with a 
monomania in referencetothem. She also 
had an inordinate desire for seli- 
exaltation and was ambitious for noto- 
riety. Atthe time she made her will Bergh was 
exercising an undue influence over her. 
Depositions from Dr. Charies McBurney and 
Dr. George A. Peters as to the sanity of Miss 
Wellins were read. They were both witnesses 
of the codicil, which was the bone of conten- 
tion, and were both asked to examine into 
Miss Wellins’ mental capacity because of her 
mother’s claim. They both swore Miss Well- 
ins was perfectly sane. George P. DeWitt of 
New York, who is an attorney for Bergh, tes- 
tified to the drawing up of the various codi- 
cils. He thought Miss Wellins was entirely sane. 
Mrs. Horace Johnson testified that Miss 
Wellins changed greatly while she was ata 
New York boarding schvol. One day whena 
horse was sick in the stable she cried bitterly. 
While Mrs. Johnson was giving her evidence 
the court adjourned. 
One of the witnesses to Miss Wellins’ insan- 
ity, itis said, will teatify that she shod one of 
her norses with golden shoes, and that when 
the animal died she gave it a great funeral and 
buried $150 worth of blankets with the remains. 
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HOSPITAL HORRORS. 


INVESTIGATING THE GHOULISH PRACTICES 
AT WARD’S ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


The Startling Testimony of One of the Em- 
ployes—Dead Babies Skinned and Boiled— 
A Widow Who Raised a Rumpus Over the 
Mutilation of Her Husband’s Corpse — 
Statements of the Accused Physician. 


New York, October 13.—The investigation as 
to the manner in which the bodies of people 
who die in the hospital at Ward’s Island are 
treated by the physicians in charge there was 
yesterday begun by the Ward’s Island Com- 
mittee of the Board of Emigration Commis- 
sioners, Sexton Peter Krapohl, the under- 
taker on the island, was called as the first wit- 
ness. He said he had been undertaker for one 
year, having served the previous two years as 
orderly in the hospital. He had charge of 
preparing for burial all bodies tobe inter- 
red on the Island. An anonymous letter, 
which called attention to the alleged ghoulish 
practices, was read to him, and he was asked 
to give in his own way ail that he knew gbout 
the manner in which the bodies were treated 
before puried. Kraphol said that almost ev- 
erybody was subjected to a post-mortem ex- 
amination, andhe knew of cases in which 
they had been mutilated by various physi- 
cians. When asked to enumerate cases, with 
dates and definite explanations, he produced 
a book In which entries of deaths had 
been made by him during the year. 
He read off these -instances: Patrick 
Furlong died November 13, 1885, and his brain 
and stomach were removed. Catherine Far- 
reli, achild born dead on December 31, 1885, 
was skinned andthe body boiled. Krapohl 
said he performed these operations, acting 
under orders from Dr. Walker, of the hospital 
staff. He said the child was a fully devcloped 
one. That was the only case which he knew 
of a body having been skinned or boiled, 
Julia Richendich, 21 years old, died March 5 
last and

skinned and cleaned by Dr. Walker, who had 
the head carriedto hisronoms. On May 23 last 
Claus Bursch committed suicide on the Island, 
and the Coroner was notified. Before he ar- 
rived an autopsy was performed on the body. 
The top ofthe skull was sawed off, and the 
brain was removed. Krapohl was then in- 
structed to ‘‘fix’’ the body for the Coroner, 
which he did by taking the top ofthe skull 
from a dead man lying on the slab, and putting 
it on Bursch’s head. Coroner 
Messmer afterward called, viewed tne 
body, and gave a permit for 
burial without discovering that an autopsy 
had been performed. On June®9 last. Gustav 
Frederick died and his body was placed in the 
dead-house in the morning. The house was 
locked up, but in the afternoon when the 
undertaker. returned, both eyes were gone and 
the right eye of a man lying on another slab, 
had also been taken out. Frederick’s wife 
afterward came to see the body of her hus- 
band, and when she found cotton stuffed in 
the holes where the eyes ought to have been 

witness said, ‘‘she kicked up an awful row.’ 

Krapohl then enumerated seven other cases 
in which male and female bodies had been dis- 
sected by various physicians. Krapohl said 
he knew what he was talking about,for he had 
been present at every one of these autopsies 
with the single exception of the one in which 
the two men he spoke of had been left minus 
their eyes.The undertaker knew of one case in 
which the part of a leg of a corpse had been 
cutoff and another where the physician bad re- 
moved the upper half of

taking one eye withit. In several instances 
infants had been dissected and after the bodies 
had been sewed up they were placed in the 
coflins, the parts taken out for examination 
being placed in the coffins by the sides of the 
bodies—not put back in their respective places. 
In answer to a question by the Chairman, 
Krapohl said that he did not consider it his 
duty to report these occurrences to the Com- 
missioners. Commissioner Stephenson elicited 
from him, however, the statement that 
he was afraid to do for fear 
the physicians would have him 
discharged, as they had others disposed of 
for reporting their actions. Krapohl said he 
did not know whether the physicians got per- 
mission to make autopsies or not, but he had 
heard relatives strenuously protest against 
them. 

Dr. Marple, the physician in charge at 
Ward’s Island, here delivered what Commis- 
sioner Huribut called a ‘‘sockdolager’’ by 
Saying that in the case of the man who had 
lost his eyes the undertaker had carelessly 
leitthe body too near the floor, anc during 
his absence from the dead-house the rats had 
eaten the eyes out. 
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BARTHOLDI’S STATUE, 


The Arrangements for the Electric Lights 
on the Statue. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcH. 

NEW YORK, October 18.—The work of laying 
the foundation for the electrical plant which 
is to light the statue of Liberty was begun yes- 
terday. The vault in the northern angle of 
the parapet has been selected for the engine 
and boilerroom. The bomb-proof recess ad- 
joining the vault will be useful for the 
dynamo machines and electric plant. A spe- 
cial electrical machine and electric plant, 
capable of operating twenty lamps of 6,000 
candle-power each, has been presented to 


the committee by President Edward 
H. Goff of the American Electric Manu- 
facturing Company. The dynamos are being 
constructed specially for the lamps, each one 
of which has three times the power of the or- 
dinary arc iights used about the city. A 
strongly insulated cable will encase the wires, 
which will prevent the mass of iron and bronze 
in the statue from disturbing the current of 
ae) ey tay The lamps will be self-acting 
with duplex carbon burners, and surrounded 
by globes of either plain or ground glass. The 
first plan of the committee was to have the 
lights inside the torch shining through lenses 
setinthe bronze. It is now decided to place 
eight of the 6,00 candle power lamps at equal 
intervals on the balcony that surrounds the 
torch, in the same fashion as those 
at Hell Gate. It is probable’ that 
reflectors will be placed behind each 
light to intensi the light. Four of these 
lamps with a combined power of 24,000 candles 
will be visible from thirty to forty miles dist- 
ant. The light will be the first seen by ocean 
steamers approaching New York at night. 
Besides the eight lights on the torch there will 
be four lamps of equal power at the base of 
the pedestal. These lamps will be placed be- 
hind the parapets, out of view from the water, 
for the purpose of lighting’ the outeide of the 
statue. Powerful reflectors wiil be used to 
throw the light upon all sides of the statue 
so that it will be brilliantly illuminated from 
the top of the pedestal to the torch. By 
obscuring the lights at the base of the 
pedestal, the outlines of the statue will be 
clearly visible on the darkest nights. The 
iron case in the interior of the pedestal and 
the passage-way up through the statue to the 
torch will be lighted by small incandeséent 
lamps. 

The cost of the electric plant is about $5,000 
or $10,000, which is presented by President 
Goff, with all the lamps, wires and necessary 
apparatus.

WILL HE DO Ii? 


A Texas District Judge Asked by Citizens to 
Resign. 


CANTON, Tex., October 13,—An extraordinary 
petition has just been sent to Seventh District 
Judge McCord, signed by 800 prominent citi- 
zens, requesting him toresign his office as 
District Judge.

IMPORTANT TO POLICY-HOLDERS. 


Judgment Against the New Jersey Mutual 
Life Insurance Company. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISspaATcu. 

NEW YORK, October 13.—A judgment for 
§$1,101,496.29in favor of Henry E. Reynolds and 
Georgiana L. Reynolds against Joel Parker, 
receiver of the New Jersey Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company, has been docketed in the 
OCounty Clerk’s oflice on a transcript from 
Kings County. The plaintiffs in the case are 
the executors of Moses Reynolds, who died 


five or six yearsago, They brought action as 
olicy-holders in the Hope Mutual Life 
msurance Company in order to reach 
their share of the sum which 
the company has deposited in the 
Insurance Department, according to the re- 
quirements of the statutes. and also to set 
aside an agreement which the Hope Company 
had made with the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, by which the latter had reinsured 
its risks and received its assets in compen- 
gation. The plaintiffs brought action on their 
own behalf as well as on thatof all other 
policy-holders of the Hope Company, in the 
same position as themselves. The court gave 
a decree for the distribution of $100,000 among 
the policy-holders, and referred the case to 
Hon. James W. Hustler. After  hear- 
ing the evidence Referee Hustler 
decided that the agreement for 
reinsurance was void in law, and that the 
policy-holders of the Hope Company were en- 
titled co reclaim from the New Jersey Mutual 
the value of the assets transferred, which is 
about $1,000,000, The New Jersey Mutual, 
meanwhile, had become bankrupt, and the 
judgment is now given against Joel Parker, 
the receiver of that company, who was ap- 
pointed by the Court of Chancery of'the State 
of New Jersey. Parker wiil be compelled to 
pay to the policy-holders of the Hope Com- 
acer a dividend on this judgment, ratably

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He Talks About the Charges Made 
Against Him. 


A Romance in Real Life of Which 
the End Is Not Yet. 


A Rich American Girl’s Marriage in Fior- 
ence With a Young Italian--Short-Lived 
Happiness and a Divorce Case in the 
Courts—Singular Story About Mr. Mce- 
Cauley’s Will and a Conspiracy to Sink 
a Notorious Woman Deeper in tho Mire— 
Capel Talks of Physical Vindication— 
Valeusin Not a Count After All, But 
Simply a Signor.

SAN FRANCISCO, October 10.—It is impossible 

to longer hide under a bushel the gossip and 
rumor about the relations between Mgr. Capel 
andthe wife of Count Guilo Valeusin as they 
are at present living on the Count’s ranch in 
Arno. The injured husband, as he publicly 
declares himself, talks to his friends as freely 
as he did to the WoRLD correspondent the 
other day, and the newspapers are compelled 
to satisfy the public demand for accurate in- 
formation. 
The Count (who, by the way, is plain Signor) 
Valeusin, was born in Florence, Italy, 
the son of a banker. It was in 
his native city that he first met his 
wife, then Miss Alice M. McCauley, and one of 
the handsomest girls in the State of California. 
This was in the autumn of 1870. Miss Alice and 
her mother were ona pleasure tour through 
Europe atthe time and incidentally formed 
young Valeusin’s acquaintance at one of the 
numerous amusement resortsin the vicinity 
of Florence. The young Italian, having just 
attained his majority, was naturally very sus- 
ceptible to the charms of the opposite sex, and 
soon feel deeply inlove. This the young lady 
was notslowin perceiving. Miss Alice was 
five years the senior of her youthful admirer, 
but she looked much younger. 

Valeusin had seen but little of the world and 
was easily dominated by his lady-love, who 
was atravellerand an experienced woman. 
Her influence over the the youth steadily in- 
creased untilshe finally induced him to offer 


marriage. Asthelaws of Italy prohibit the 
union of all persons under age, and the young 
lady was notsupposed to be over 18, Miss Mc- 
Cauley’s mother went through the form of 
writing to her husband, a wealthy California 
ranch-owner, for his consent to the marriage 
oftheir daughter. It was readily granted and 
in duetime the engagement was publicly an- 
nounced. 

The betrothed couple travelled together 
through Europe for several months, and on 
the 19th of February, 1873, they were married 
at the home of Valeusin’s father bya civil 
magistrate. The young bridegroom possessed 
no worldly goods worth mentioning previous 
to his marriage, buton his wedding day his 
father gave him 280,000 francs, which was con- 
sidered quite a fortune in that country. A 
baby boy, whom they named Pio, was the re- 
sultofthis union during the first year, and 
comparative happiness shed its peaceful light 
upon tbe little household until the latter part 
of 1878, when Mrs. Valeusin proposed that they 
go to her California home and establish them- 
selves for the remainder of thelr days. To this 
her husband consented. 

When they arrivedin San Francisco Mrs. 
Valeusin exchanged a piece of San Francisco 
real estate, which her father had deeded to 
her several years before, for 2,000 acres of 
land in the neighborhood of her father’s 
ranch at Arno. Valeusin erected a comforta- 
ble residence upon the place and made many 
improvements, besides purchasing 450 acres 
of land adjoining his wife’s property. 
Shortly afterwards Valeusin’s father died and 
left him considerable money, which he in- 
vested in thoroughbred horses and cattle. 
The entire five ranches were stocked 
with these and conducted jointly by 
the husband and wife, the proceeds going 
intoa common fund. Mrs. Vaieusin’s extreme 
Vanity caused her torepresentto her friends 
and neighbors that her husband was an Ital- 
ian Count, and though he protested against it 
for along time the title clung to him in spite 
of himself. It may have been due to the cli- 
mate or some other inexplicable cause, but 
the home relations became less congenial ina 
year or two, and on August 1, 1884, Mrs. Valeu- 
sindeparted from her husband and went to 
Santa Cruz, while he took up his residence in 
San Francisco. 

THE WIFE SUES FOR DIVORCE. 

In the latter part of the following month the 
wife instituted preceedings for divorce on the 
ground of cruel treatment She did not claim 
that her husband had ever inflicted bodily 
harm, but that he had caused her great 
anguish of mind by refusing to comply with 
his promise of marrying her according to the 
rites of the Catholic Church. She set herself 
up as a devout Catholic, and claimed that 
their marriage by the Civil Magistrate of 
Florence had been a source of much dissatis- 
faction to her. The suit was tried in May, 1835, 
and wus decided against her on the 3d of July, 
the evidence showing that her charge was en- 
tirely groundless. The case was appealed to 
the Supreme Court and is now pending. 

After losing the suit, Mrs. Vaieusin returned 
to her ranch with her littie sonand induced 
her parents and her brother George to come 
and live with her. The management of the 
ranch was placed in the hands of an able law- 
yer in Sacramento, who also took up his abode 
on the premises. Busy tongues, ever ready to 
scatter scandal, soon made free with the name 
of the lawyer and Mrs. Valeusin, but there 
was nothing tangible to substantiate an accusa- 
tion of wrong conduct between them. 

MGR. CAPEL APPEARS. 

It was about this time that Mgr. Capel came 
to San Francisco. He was quite a lion in 
church and society circles for a couple of 
months, andthen disappeared. His depart- 
ure was 80 sudden and mysterious as to cause 
no little comment and wonder fora time; but 
it was easily accounted for. It seems that 
Mrs. Valeusin came to the city for a day or two 
on business durivg the early part of December 
and while hereshe encountered the Monsig- 
nor, who had known herin Europe when she 
wasagirl. The old friendship was at once re- 
newed and the Monsignor eagerly accepted 
aninvitation to pay Mrs. Valeusin und her 
mother a yisit atthe ranch. Within a few days 
after he had been established there a manifest 
rivalry sprang up between the priest and the 
lawyer, which resulted in the latter’s ignomi- 
nous dismissal. 

Mgr. Capel was then engaged ostensibly as 
the private tutor of the boy Pio, though he 
was really the ‘‘boss of the ranch.’’ Almost 
from the first McCauley, Sr., took an intense 
dislike to the priest, and when he began to 
suspect that all was not right between his 
daughter and Capel, his hatred became very 
vindictive. Whenever he and Capel met, Mc- 
Cauley would lose control of himself and curse 
the churchman until he grew black in the 
face. Capel paid no attention to it, how- 
ever,and continued the even tenor of his pros- 
perous way. McCauley’s friends went to him 
and warned him that Cape! was undoubtedly 
operating upon Mrs. Valeusin’s mind shrough 
relizious <= eecagy A for her marital troubles, 
and was making her an easy victim to his 
superior intellect. Once she became a de- 
votee it would be an easy matter for him to 
get all the property into his hands when the 
old man died, whether to advance his own in- 
terests or those of the church he professed to 
represent, the friends could not gay. 

A WILL REVOKED. 

McCauley brooded over these fears for some 
time, and then, after careful reflection, de- 
cided to revoke the will which he had formerly 
made in favor of his daughter. McCauley was 
very ill and feeble at the time, being over 70 
years of age, but his mind was perfectly clear 
and he evidentiy knew what he was doing. 
His lawyer at Sacramento was telegraphed 
for, with instructions to bring a notary to 
attest the will. The next day a will was drawn 
up in McCanuley’s room inthe presence of his 
wife, the lawyer and the notary. The will 
ee eCauley’s entire property to his 
wife. 

Mrs. Valeusin and Capel exhibitec great anx- 
jety to know the nature of the document exe-

ing previous and looked through the window 
oftheroom where the will was being exe- 
cuted; that both she and Capel saw that the 
old man was asleep in his chair, and had seen 
the lawyer guide her father’s hand over the 
77 in tracing the signature. 

When the will proved in Stockton, a few 
days later, however, it was shown, to the en- 
tire satisfaction of the Court, that McCauley 
was in his right mind and was thoroughly con- 
scious of what he was doing when he signed 
the will. It is asserted very positively, by 
people presumed to be familiar with the case, 
that soon after this event Mgr. Capel con- 
sented tu help Mrs. McCauley bring abouta 
separation between her son George ano his 
wife, who had been a young woman of un- 
pleasant reputation in Sacramento. It is said 
that Capel wrote to the objectionable Lizzie 
and offered her $2,000ifshe would allow her- 
selfto be surprised in a compromising posi- 
tion with some man, in order to afford George 
good grounds for divorce. 

A DIVORCE AGENT APPEARS. 

A money broker of Sacramento, named 
Charles Dodge, was intrusted with the manage- 
ment of the unsavory plot. He was to hire a 
man to go to room with young Mrs. McCauley 
and be willing to have his name before the 
courts inthe affair. Dodge was paid money 
regularly to go on with the work, and has 
now in his possession a letter said to be writ- 
ten by Capel himself, which substantiates 
the statement made above in this respect. Old 
man McCauley finally died on the Iilth 
of July ast, but the family 
troubles increased. Mrs. Valensin, 
still acting upon the advice of her guest, cre- 
ated such a disturbance over the new will that 
a serious breach occurred, and Mrs. McCauley 
and her son George left the ranch, the former 
to go to her own home anda the latter to return 
to his wife in Sacramento. This wife was 
formerly a woman of notoriously bad charac- 
ter, named Lizzie Crawford, with whom 
George had become infatuated and married, to 
the horror of his relatives. By dint of various 
kinds of persecutions and many proffers of 
money, George was eventually persuaded to 
leave her and to go and live with his 
mother and sister atthe latter’s ranch. When 
the breach occurred there, he, of course, re- 
newed his allegiance to his handsome wife, 
whom he was really trying to reform. This 
family break-up left Mrs. Valeusin and her 
boy alone on the ranch with Capel. 

THE PLOT THICKENS. 
A few days after McUauley’s death, George 
McCauley’s wife received an anonymous let- 
ter, signed ‘‘A Friend,’’ urging her to induce 
her husband to contest the will. Following is 
a copy: 
Mre. George McCauley: 
A plot is laid by George, his mother and 
her new fighting foreman to get adivorce from 
you for a small amount of money, and then 
marry George to another. Thisis a peniten- 
tiary offense. Youcan beat them. The card 
is yours, but deal wisely; be doubly careful 
about your own conduct. Do not let George 
out of your sight. Go wherever he goes, even 
to his mother’s. The caqpy of the agreement 
made a couple of month® ago has been seen. 
It gives Georze 1,000 acres of land for sure and 
a 2,000 band of horses, to ashare of which you 
have aright by law, ‘*A FRIEND.’’ 
July 19, 1886. 
The manifest object of the injunctionin this 
letter for Mrs. McCauley to remain with her 
husband constantly and never let him out of 
her sight was to keep George and his mother 
apart for fear they would come te some 
understanding, as he had always been what 
is calleda ‘‘mamma’s boy,’’ and was easily 
influenced by her. The 1,000 acres of land re- 
ferred to was a contract between George 
and his mother by which she 
agreed to give him that amount 
of land providing he behaved himself 
for one year and refrained from bringing suit 
against her to set aside an absolute deed of 
about $30,000 worth of real and personal prop- 
erty made by him to her the year previous to 
appease her anger on account of his marriage 
to Lizzie Crawford. Two weeks after the 
receipt of this letter,a second one was received 
in the same handwriting, which was carefully 
written and punctuated and was clearly the 
work of a person of literary knowledge. It 
reads as follows: 
Mrs. Geo. McCauley: 
Now is your chance to protect yourself and 
your interests. The papers announce that 
your father’s will is to be proved in Stockton 
on Saturday, July 31. Through your husband 
you have aright in it: make him claim what he 
is deprived of. The Missouri property is worth 
agreat deal and unless undue influence has 
been used, your husband, and therefore your- 
self, have a right to a third ofitatonce. In 
San Francisco Chronicle of next Wednesday or 
Thursday, under ‘‘Personals,’’ say whether 
you have received this and the other letters. 
San Francisco, July 26, 1886. FRIEND. 

DID CAPEL WRITE IT? 
There isan obvious connection between the 
statement, ‘‘unless undue influence has been 
used,’’ inthis letter, and the charges made 
by Mrs. Valeusin the morning after the new 
will was made. Following isathird letter, 
which was received by Mrs. McCauley about a 
week later: 
Mrs. George McCauley: 

Don’t be fooled; stick to your husband and 
make him stick to you. Instead of $2,000 and 
adivorce, you can, within a year, be worth 
several thousands, and before long be mistress 
of the ranch. Fight for yourrights; break the 
will. You can easily summon who were with 
the old man. They know how he wiasin- 
fluenced. A FRIEND. 
San Francisco, July 31, 1886. 

Young Mrs. McCauley, whohas frequently 
conversed with the Monseigneur, positively 
asserted that the sentence, ‘‘The card is 
yours, but deal wisely,’’ which is found in the 
first letter, is a favorite expression of Capel’s, 
and in the exact words which he always uses. 
Not long subsequent to the receipt of these 
letters, to which no attention was paid, Capel, 
itis asserted, endeavored to persuade the 
senior Mrs. McCauley to turn over all her 
property tities to him or to Mrs. Valeusin, 
and she would be given a handsome 
pension to live upon during the\remainder 
of her life. The harassed widow flatly refused 
to do this, andin acouple of weeks she cap- 
tured her son George and took him to Missouri 
with her to look after the portion of the estate 
located there. The twoare still in Missouri, 
and are not expected to return for some time. 
George's wife has again gone to the badin 
Sacramento, and gossip has become still 
busier with the names of Mrs. Valeusinand the 
priest. 
Altogether it is a pretty state of family 
affairs. Poor Valeusin, the deserted husband, 
lives in San Francisco, @ morose and disap- 
seein man. Whenever he hearsthe name of 

apel mentioned his cheeks flush angrily and 
his dark eyes flash with a menacing and dan- 
gerous expression. 
After substantiating all of the above state- 
ments by a personal investigation, the WorRLD 
correspondent went tothe ranch home of Mrs. 
Valeusin for the purpose of interviewing Mer. 
Capel and of giving him the benefit of the 
statements of the charges made against 
him. The Monseigneur was absent at the 
time, so the reporter occupied himself with 
making a careful observation of all about 
him. The residence is a handsome frame 
structure, large and roomy, and furnished in 
a style quite in keeping with the wealth of the 
owners. Mrs. Vaileusin was found to be a 
siender-built, refined-looking woman ofabout 
483 years. She exhibited much uneasiness on 
learning the visitor’s purpose. 

MGR. CAPEL INDIGNANT. 

When the Monseigneur arrived he said: 
*‘*What people here have tosay concerning me 
I consider beneath my attention, for I 
attribute it to their jealousy. I have nothing 
to say in reply. I understand, however, 
that THE TORLD has printed these 
charges against meé, and when I see 
the article I shall answerthem, and not be- 
fore. Ican’t believe it. So far I have always 
been afriend of the WORLD. Ifthis thing 
continues I shallremember my manhood and 
actasany Englishman would under the cir- 
cumstances. Fearisa thing I know not, and 
—well, Lam capable of doing something.’’ 
Here the priest casta proud giance at his 
brawny arm. 

No amount of questioning could induce the 
Monseigneur to say more, except to proudly 
conduct the reporter to a well-appointed 
study, which he said was young Pio’s school- 
room. 

‘*That isargument enough in itself, is it 
not?’’ he asked.
